Sixteen of ..he 
doctors participating in the leas" 
corporation have Indicated th^y 
will locate their practice in the 
new medical building.

Close to Hospitals
^ Located on Hawthorne Blvd. 

to the north of Carson Ave., the 
thirty-suite medical building will 
be conveniently located to Tor­ 
rance Memorial Hospital, 96 
beds; and the Little Company of 
Mary Catholic Hospital now un­ 
der construction and contemplat­ 
ing a 150 bed facility.

The Del Amo Center Medical 
Building will be a modernis'.lc, 
two-story structure with 32,000

 m square feet of building area 
^ mad* available to doctors and 

dentists on a lease hauls. A medi­ 
cal pharmacy will be Incorpora­ 
ted as well.

Designed by Jones, Ixxikett tt 
Poper, Long Beach architects, 
the entire building will have 
multl.jsoned air conditioning with 
elevators nerving the second 
floor.

9 Shopping Centers

'he convenience of closing time 
bus service from the new shop 
ping centers, Marshall Chamber­ 
lain, superintendent for the Tor 
ranee Municipal Bus Limes, an 
nounced recently.

The bu* run from and to Los 
Angeles through North Tor 

W ranee will be extended to stop 
at both the Del Amo Shopping 
Center and the South Bay Shop­ 
ping Center shortly after their 
9:30 closing time on Monday, 
Thursday and Friday. The 
schedules have not been net as 
yet, but Chamberlain disclosed 
that stop* will probably be made 
at Del Amo at. 9:?,0 p.m. golnp 
toward I/OR Angeles, and at 9:50

-travelling toward T rrance. At 
wthe South Bay Center, a bxis 

headed in each direction will 
stop at 9:45 p.m.

Torrance buses logged the 
amazing total of 736.706 miles 
during la*t year. Over 2.200 
passenger* a day rode the Tor­ 
rance buses making a total of 
8.17,239 for the year.

The bus nystem has a total 
of 14 buses, having disposed of 
three old ones and added two 

Wnew ones last year. 11 of the 
buses have a capacity of 45 pas­ 
sengers, 2 carrying 31 passengers, 
and one carries 18 passengers.

Fares have remained the same 
during the year. The zone fare 
system has a minimum of 1-r> 
rents and a maximum of 451 
cents.

Bus lines runs have not j 
changed, except for the addition 
of the service to Del Amo Shop­ 

ping Center, which was Inaugu­ 
rated recently.

Chamberlain sees no radical 
changes for the municipal bus 
service in the coming year, but 
predicts that, more changes will 
take place as the shopping cen­ 
ters expand and grow.

Service to Txm Angeles began 
In 1941, and two years later serv­ 
ice was extended to Walteria. In 
1047 service began to Long 

^',rarh and in 19153 the route to 
Los Angeles via North Torrance 
began. Surprisimgly enough, the 
trip from FA Nido to Long Beach 
is the longest run for the Tor­ 
rance Municipal Bus Service, 
19.28 miles one way.

Torrance Munidpal bu«e« hive 
furnished auxiliary bus »ervlce 
to some of the school* In the 
past when a need was expressed. 
'U present they are serving the 

bishop Montgomery High 
School.

Torranee buses are available 
for charter service. They are 
used by the Recreation Depart­ 
ment of the city, and have re­ 
cently signed a five yeer con­ 
tract with El ^Camlno College 
for field trips. «*£ 

Th« line now has 22 drivers 
and two office worker*. 10 main­ 
tenance men omre for the buses 

^hd all other city equipment.
